Ismi II. Wilson. < ounty Agent 

I have been In a nuuils*r of groves 
lately, and notice the presence of cit¬ 
rus scab, rust mil*, and on*lanes*. 
These diseases can Is* vattllvlM by 
spraying, but where th* disease Is as 
far advanced mm It la now. little b«**hI 
will result from spraying at this tlm*. 
To control th*a* dlneases. Ikeep all dead 
wot**! pnin*Ml out. and spray when thu 
Inilt la set, and again when th* fruit 
Is shout cm* Inch In diameter, followed 
probably the third tlm* In tlie early 
fall. I also not* th* p nv n vv «f pur¬ 
ple aeals, and when* U U Abundant It 
will pay you to spray with <«io of the 
nil emulsions. Now that you have laid 
your grove hy, Is a good Hm* tp prune 
out all dead wood, for It mattes th* 
tree unsightly, aa well as a liarlsir for 
all kinds of diseases and Insects 

Th* growers who intend to fertilise 
this fall, should (Hit their orders In 
now for tlielr fertiliser. A formula 
weak In ammonia, and high In potash, 
with th* usual amount of phosphoric 
sebt, should (is used for the fall appli¬ 
cation The potash makes g«>od, smooth 
fruit of good quality, makes It mop* 
resistsnl to disease* and liahlma tho 
growth for protretbm Himugli the win¬ 
ter. A good many growers are plant¬ 
ing cow pea a and rolvet beau* In thvlr 
groves, whleh will add humus and vrg 
era hi* matter, thus enriching the anil 
materially and aa a word of wamlug. 
I suggest th#* they keep th* tlm 
clear of ah trees, aa the Insects that In¬ 
habit th* vines will do damage to th* 
trees If allowed to get on them. 

It la the 
An* trad (way of d*t*rnxtolag jigit 


where you lire ft untie tally. Hell off the 
rows that art* not k*mhI producers, and 
buy a Ikiter cow. Hhc will soou par

Thousand- of dollars nr* spent tv* 
orv year for need com when the farm¬ 
er could save Ills own su'd with lit¬ 
tle met and then know wita! kind of 
ran l>* could expect from Ills seed. 
By a little time carefully spent, wc 
can got Into the field and select our 
seed corn and an mark tb* stalk that 
when mature w* will have no trmihle 
In blentlfrlng the com selecttMl. You 
should mdert from strong, vigorous 
•talks which have ears neither too 
high nor too low. Tt»* ear* should In* 
well filled nut at th* tip and hutt and*, 
with the shuck covering the ends well, 
medium shank, with ear drooped to 
sheil the rain. Tlie cob should Ini of 
medium «ls*. with the kernels In clean 
straight rows. Don't neglet to gel 
your seed supply and get It early. 
Ilang and store where it will dry thor¬ 
oughly. As a protection from wee¬
